The idea 6t>T this cocktail party originated rdth I0CC which was the "* 
channel through which CIA received initial word of Dr. Brueckner *s trip ,, 
to the USA. Members of MICC are going to Germany in late summer- or early 
fall 1956 to check means for expediting clearances on German persons who 
will handle NATO naterial. Consequently MICC was desirous to ineet Dr. 

Brueckner whom, thqjr felt would be at least partially concerned \dth this 
security clearance problem. 

The cocktail party al»o served as a vehicle to entertain persons from 
other US agencies who had briefed or vrould brief Dr. Brueckner. 

If o^e can judge the success of a party by its duration, thj.s was a 
success for although the party was scheduled for 1800 to 2000 hours, it lasted 
until 2100. 

Groups in which Dr. Brueckner v;as present discussed such things as 
filling and h\mting in Geimany, the theater, and other innocuoiw subjects,. 
However one item ivhich was discussed in a group in which Brueckner was not
